“Americans understand we sim- 
ply can’t keep spending money we 
don’t have,” he said. “There will be 
no debt limit increase without seri- 
ous budget reforms and significant 
spending cuts.” 

If it doesn’t raise the limit, Con- 
gress would have to come up with 
$738 billion to make up for what it 
planned to borrow through the end 
of the fiscal year on Sept. 30. 

The options are drastic: Cut 
40 percent of the budget through 
September, which might mean 
defaulting on payments to inves- 
tors; raise taxes immediately; or 
some combination of the two. 

“In the economic area, this is 
the equivalent of nuclear war,” said 
Edward Knight, who was the Trea- 
sury Department’s general coun-

terror leader’s compound has given it 
new leverage over Islamabad. 

Pakistan has long balked at U.S. 
requests to crack down on Afghan 
Taliban factions on its soil. The Tal- 
iban and al-Qaeda have close ties, 
and suspicions over Pakistani com- 
plicity in hiding bin Laden have 
fostered further questions about 
whether Pakistan is not only tol- 
erating but perhaps even support- 
ing other militants.

ir trains. The theory was to cut 
>wn on train bunching and make 
e schedule more regular. I think 
at’s worked out pretty well. 


Q Every so often, I’U see trains 
puLL up to a Metro pLatform 
and stop, when the conductor an- 
nounces that the train wiLL move 
forward, then inch up Less than 
haLf a foot before opening the 
doors. Is there a reason for this? 
The train operator is required to 
stop at a mark at the head of the 
platform. That’s for safety. You may 
recall the era a couple of years ago 
when train operators were forget- 
ting that they had eight cars behind 
them, and they would stop at the 
six-car mark. This would mean that 
the rear doors on an eight car train 
opened before the platform. We were 
lucky no one got injured. 


Q Why do the PIDS dispLays 
and the next-train feature 
on WMATA.com frequently omit 
YeUow Line trains, especially for 
the rush-hour extension from Mt. 
Vernon Square up to Fort Totten? 
Here’s a guess, based on my expe- 
rience using the Mount Vernon 
Square Station: There are no Yellow 
Line trains north of Mount Vernon 
at rush hour. When a Yellow Line 
train is approaching the station dur- 
ing those hours, the PD sign might 
say No Passengers, or it might fail 
to indicate other information about 
the train. What will happen is that 
the train will unload all its passen- 
gers, go into the tunnel, switch tracks 
and come back on the other side of 
the platform. 


Q Weekend service on Metro 
has deteriorated recently. 
Not only do trains run infrequent- 
ly, but repair delays slow down 
the travel with single tracking 
in the system. Why so much 
neglect of weekend riders? Also, 
why are the final destinations of 
“Special" trains not indicated or 
announced on the train? 

I agree with you about the Spe- 
cials. The train operator should 
be announcing the destination as 
the train enters the station. Metro 
GM Richard Sarles thinks the most 
important thing is to fix the dete- 
riorating system, even if it means 
a serious inconvenience to riders 
at night and midday, and on week- 
ends. And it does mean a serious 
inconvenience, especially to peo- 
ple trying to transfer from one rail 
line to another.

Tie Donald’s fight-for-fight’s-sake style appeals to many voters 


Washington 

r ealthy businessman Donald 
•ump’s Icarus-like rise and fall in 
Le 2012 presidential race is likely 
wind up as no more than a foot- 
)te in the story of this election. 

But that doesn’t mean the 
•ump saga — and, it was a saga — 
without lessons to be learned by 
e Republican candidates who will 
in for president in 2012. The most 
iportant lesson: Confrontation is 
)od. Confrontation works. 

“Donald Trump was an anti- 
itablishment figure who demon- 
rated the importance of taking 
Le debate right to Obama — fron- 
lly and hard, which the eventu- 
GOP nominee must do daily 
win,” said Scott Reed, a senior 
epublican strategist. 

Polling bears this sentiment out. 
CNN/Opinion Research survey 
inducted earlier this month found 
Lat 57 percent of respondents said 
: was “tough enough to handle a 
isis.” Trump scored far worse on 
ost other character measures; just 
le in three said he “is honest and 
ustworthy.” 

Rob Stutzman, a California-based 


GOP strategist, noted that while most 
of the Trump coverage focused on 
his celebrity and embrace of birther- 
ism as an issue, it was the Donald’s 
come-out-swinging mentality that 
was the true root of his rise. 


“I maintain the 
strong conviction 
that if I were to 
run, I would be 
able to win the 
primary and, 
ultimately, the 
general election.”

“He had the appeal of a candi- 
date who would brawl with Obama 
on behalf of the rank and file and 
create contrast,” Stutzman said. 

The simple truth is that Repub- 
lican primary voters appear to be 
clamoring for someone who can 
articulate the deep dissatisfaction 
they feel toward Obama on near- 
ly every issue. 

That fight-on-all-fronts mentali- 
ty is why former Massachusetts gov- 
ernor Mitt Romney has found him- 


self hurt by his support for a health 
care law in the Bay State that has 
drawn unfavorable comparisons to 
the national law and why former 
Minnesota governor Tim Pawlenty 
has apologized for backing cap-and- 
trade legislation during his tenure 
in the Land of 10,000 Lakes. 

Any sign of agreement — or even 
the willingness to think about agree- 
ing — with Obama is viewed as 
capitulation within some not-insig- 
nificant element of the Republican 
party, many of whom identify closely 
with the tea-party movement. 

“The birther issue was stupid 
and contrived, but it should demon- 
strate to legitimate candidates that 
you can stand out by being the can- 
didate who engages Obama on sub- 
stance like taxes, homeland security 
and spending,” Stutzman said. 


Put another way: Trump’s will- 
ingness to fight mattered more 
than the substance of what trig- 
gered the fight. No one in the cur- 
rent field will overtly try to pick up 
the Trump mantle. But listen to see 
whether strains of 
Trump’s confron- 
tational style seep 
into the candidates’ 
rhetoric over the 
coming weeks and 
months. 

The next GOP 
debate, scheduled 
for June 13 in New 
Hampshire, will be 
a major test of just 
how far the top-tier Republicans 
are willing to channel the tone — 
if not the substance — of Trump.

In fact, it’s not a 
race at all, explains Jackie Holt of Sports 
Backers, which launched the concept two 
years ago. “We discourage running,” she 
says. “Yes, it’s a fitness event, but it’s also 
an educational experience.” 

That’s because the 6.2-mile route 
through the Fan neighborhood of the city 
swings past more than 20 sites that par- 
ticipants are encouraged to visit along the 
way, including the Virginia Historical Soci- 
ety (which also serves as the start/finish 


line), the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts 
and the Science Museum of Virginia. Cos- 
tumed re-enactors will be on hand to pass 
out water — and bring to life moments 
such as Elvis’ performance at Landmark 
Theater (yes, a king look-alike will be in 
attendance). You can also expect to bump 
into some of the notable names buried at 
Hollywood Cemetery, which is the final 
resting place of former presidents James 
Monroe and John Tyler. 

“It’s probably one of the greatest ways 
to see the city,” Holt says. Admission to all 
attractions is included in the registration fee 
($25 for adults, $15 for kids; Sportsbackers. 
org), which is also gets you a T-shirt and 
snacks at the finish festival, v.h.
